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House  Aopommodatlon ; 


During  the  past  year  there  have  been  many  new  houses  built 
and  more  are  still  building  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  in- 
crease of  population. 


There  are  still  many  clusters  of  old  Houses  which  are  unsat- 
isfactory as  regards  floor  and  cubic  space,  fire  risks,  and  old- 
fashioned  sanitary  arrangements. 

In  many  instances  the  V/.C.’s  are  fitted  with  old  hopper  pans, 
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depending  upon  flushing  by  means  of  water  throv/n  down.  Amongst 
the  careless  people  this  is  often  neglected  or  inefficient. 


My  attention  has  been  drawn  by  the  Surveyor  to  the  following 
houses . . ' , - 

1.  That  occupied  by  Mr.  Grairaes,  the  shoemaker,  in  Castle 
Street. 

Some  inches  of  stagnant  stinking  water  were  found  in 

the  cellars,  and  the  occupier  stated  ^hat  it  came  in  during 
' * 

high  tides  and  had  no  escape. 

2.  Number  Eleven,  Park  Street,  occupied  by  a man  najmed  Bower, 
who  last  year  had  been  cleared  out  of  a Cottage  in  Church  Path. 

The  premises  were  horribly  dirty  and  neglected,  the 
paper  hengir4<  in  strips  from  the  vralls,  and  the  air  foul). 

The  floors  in  many  oases  were  decayed  and  the  space  beneath 
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had  much  rubbish  in  it.  The  drains  were  clear,  but  the  W.C. 
was  very  foul  and  neglected. 
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3.  My  attention  was  drawn  to  the  drainage  of  Amy  Cottage , 
Adelaide  Grove,  where  Diphtheria  had  broken  out.^-,  The 
drains  were  unsatisfactory,  and  a complaint  was  ^lodged  of 
an  old  disused,  unprotected  well  in  the  garden  of  "The 
Grange"  on  the  Oakfield  Estate. 

The  water  was  foul  and  the  well  unprotected,  but  it  was 

U. 

disused  and  in,  private  grounds,  and  therefore  only  a source 
of  danger  to  trespassers. 

There  was  an  open  ditch,  however,  running  at  the  back 
of  the  Cottage,  which  was  foul,  and  needed  attention,  being 
used  as  a drain. 

4.  A Second-hand  Clothes  Shop  in  Castle  Street  was  reported 
to  me  as  overcrowded  and  dirty. 

The  inmates  had  been  cleared  out  when  I wisited,  but  the 
house  was  neglected  and  dirty. 

5.  On  occupying  cy  present  house,  I found  the  sanitation 
very  deficient.  It  has  been  thoroughly  rectified,  new 
drains  with  two  inspection  chambers  constructed,  and  sani- 
tary arrangements  in  the  house  brought  up  to  date. 

In  making  the  new  Sewer,  an  old  disused  one  was  discovered 
in  Dells  Lane,  and  by  my  request  the  Council  have  had  it 
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dissected  out  and  obliterated. 

6.  -The  House  occupied  by  Mr.  Harwood,  Greengrocer,  Castle 
Street,  was  reported  to  me',  ana  on  inspection  I found  the 
premises  were  very  dirty  and  dilapidated,  the  W.c.*s  being 
blocked  with  filth  and  the  water  supply  out  of  order. 

In  the  back-yard  there  was  an  old  horse  stabled  in  a 
crazy  shed  and  several  pigeons  in  a dirty  sort  of  pigeon 
house. 

^ The  house  needed  repairs  and  cleansing. 

7.  6,  Park  Street,  a house  occupied  by  Mr. Turner,  Shoemaker. 
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A re  crude soenoe  of  Diphtlasria  occurred  in  December. 

There  was  no  fault  to  be  found  with  the  occupier,  but  the 
house  needed  the  walls  to  be  stripped  and  general  landlord’s 
repairs.  ) *

These  oases  have  all  been  reported  to  the  Council  and  have 
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received  attention. 


Sewage  and  Drainage; 

The  main  Sewer  empties  into  the  River  Medina,  near  the  floating 
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bridge,  below  low-water  mark. 

The  sewage  is  untreated. 

The  surface-water  empties  into  the  River  from  the  Sea-wall 


near  the  same  place. 

That  portion  of  the  Sewer  by  the  Medina  Hotel  and  Seaholm,  High 
Street,  has  been  cleared  out  and  reconstructed. 

A complaint  was  lodged  in  June  by  Colonel  the  Hon.  0,  A.  V. 
Bertie,  of  Maresfield,  respecting  the  sewer  and  sewage  near  his 
house.  Unfortunately  the  road  from  that  point  to  the  floating 
bridge  is  almost  level,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  a better  fall 
from  that  part  of  the  town. 

The  old  Sewer  in  Dells  Passage,  as  already  reported,  has  been 
obliterated. 


House  Refuse; 

Is  collected  twice  a week  and  deposited  in  the  Allotment 
Grounds. 

The  question  of  a Destructor  is  still  in  abeyance, 

I have  suggested  that  when  we  do  get  it,  it  might  be  possible 
to  utilise  the  furnace  for  a Disinfector  as  well. 


Water  Supply:  ' 

The  quality  is  good  and  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  the  Water 
Tov/er  and  Pumping  Apparatus  are  nearly  completed. 
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In  March  an  attack  was  made  in  Council  upon  the  construction 
of  the  new  well,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  was  called  in  ques- 
tion.  It  was  stated  the  same  water  which  gave  trouble  (i.e.  that 
from  the  superficial  strata)  in  making  the  old  well,  was  now  get- 
ting into  the  new  one,  and  a reflection  was  made  as  to  the  accuracy 
of  the  report  on  the  quality  of  the  water. 

The  matter  was  fully  investigated  and  it  was  shewn:- 
Ist.  That  there  was  no  possible  leakage  of  surface  water 
or  water  from  the  upper  strata  into  the  new  well. 

No  water  had  entered  into  the  new  well  until  a depth  of 
107  feet  had  been  attained. 

The  boring  passes  through  two  strata  of  Bembridge 
Freestone  (hard  rook)  of  the  respective  thicknesses  of 
4ir  to  5 feet  at  34  feet  depth  and  6 ft.  thickness  again 
below  a stratum  of  4 ft.  of  white  clay. 

The  water  which  gave  trouble  in  the  old  well  was  from 
tne  Bembridge  marls  which  extend  to  a depth  of  about 
34  feet. 

I have  suggested  that  a section  of  the  strata  passed  . 
through  in  makin^<  the  new  well  be  prepared  for  reference 
at  any  future  time. 

2nd.  By  instruction  of  the  Council  I personally  took  sealed 
samples  of  the  water  and  forwarded  them  to  town  for 
analysis . 

The  Report  was  satisfactory.

It  would  be  well  if  the  list  were  totftnded  to  include  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough,  as  in  some  other* districts. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  nor  €«iy  means  of  disinfecting 
clothes  and  bedding  in  this  District.  « - 

Typhoid  fever  cases  are  received  under  the  order  of  the  Council 
into  the  Cottage  Hospital  at  three  guineas  per  week  per  patient. 

There  have  been  nineteen  oases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  which,  considering  the  figures  of ^ past  years  and 
the  increasing  population,  is  very  satisfactory.  (Last  year  there 
were  45  notifications.) 

There  were  thirteen  cases  of  Diphtheria,  only  one  of  whom  died. 
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These  have  occurred  throughout  the  year  and  were  isolated  cases, 
there  being  no  epidemic.  In  my  opinion  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
correctly  diagnose  true  diphtheria,  without  a bacteriological  exam- 

' ■ ■ ' 1 ' a'-  . 4 

ination  of  the  sputum and  even  then  the  absence  of  the  bacillus 

in  that  given  specimen  is  not  absolutely  negative:  but  the  presence 
is  definite.  I think  it  would  be  a very  wise  precaution  for  Coun- 
cils to  make  arrangements  for  specimens  from  septic  throats  in  all 
oases  to  be  reported  upon  from  recognised  expert  Laboratories.  In 
the  long  run  it  would  check  epidemics. 

There  were  two  oases  of  Erysipelas  reported. 

One  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Three  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  district,  and  one  of  Enteric 
admitted  from  W.  Cowes  into  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

There  was  one  death  from  Enteric,  and  each  case  was  distinct 
in  its  origin  from  the  others. 

In  these  days  of  rapid  inter-oommunioation  it  is  probable  that 
these  isolated  oases  are  imported  or  contracted  elsewhere;  and  one 
is  only  surprised  in  looking  up  the  published  weekly  returns  of 
notifications  in  the  country  that  we  do  not  get  more  extended  in- 
fection. 

I have  been  unable  to  trace  any  of  the  notified  oases. 

During  the  year  I have  received  notifications  from  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  at  Southampton  of  men  coming  home  from  ships 
reporting  Small-pox  on  board.  In  neither  case  have  any  '.compli- 
cations occurred,  the  men  notified  being  free  from  disease. 

I have  also  received  several  notices  from  the  Teachers  in  the 
National  Schools  of  sickness — -such  as  Sore  Throats,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Measles.  It  is  an  excellent  arrangement,  but  in  the  absence 
of  the  extended  List  of  Infectious  Diseases  for  Notification  I am 
pcwerless  to  profit  by  it,  as  I have  no  power  to  visit  the  centres 
of  infection  unless  notified  in  the  regular  course. 

I think  the  past  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  healthy  one, 
as  against  the  previous  one. 
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As  remarked  above,  there  are  only  19  oases  of  notified  infectious 
diseases,  against  45  in  1904. 

47  deaths  at  all  ages,  against  56  in  1904. 

Infantile  mortality  of  children  under  a year,  4 against  5 in 
1904,  and  with  an  increase  of  Birth  returns  of  114  against  75  in 
1904.

Under  the  heeding  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro- 
enteritis, Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should 
be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer  ” and  “ Puerperal  fever  ” should  be  included  all 
registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II.,  HI.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
